“We have been much impressed,”

AT THE CANADIAN CLUB. 

Archibald D, Wiower, chairman of 
the board of governors of the Shakes- 
peure Menyoriai Theatre, at Stratford- 
vpoen-Avon, was the guest of the 
Canadian Club at luncheon in the Ex- 
pire Auditorium today, and delivered 
uw brief address on the aims and ob- 
Jects of “The Stratford Movement.” 
Ile put a wider interpretation on this 
movement than merely the reproduc- 
tion in Shakespeare's birthplace of 
Shakespeare's works, 

“What we have done, what we are 
hoping to do, and why," to oquote 
Mr. Mower, was really the subject of 
his remarks, “Shakespeare,” he said, 
“is a mirror in which to see your- 
selves, your problems, your successes 
and your failures. 1 don’t suppose 
that whey Shakespeare wrote his plays 
he intended for one moment that his 
lessons of patriotism and chivalry 
shoucd be handed down to posterity. 
But since they have been, our work is 
to wy and bring these messages with- 
in the reach of all sorts and conditions 
of men.” 

Great success had followed the 
working out of the idea. During the 
spring festival at Stratford-Upon- 
Avon 15 or 16 Shakespearian plays 
were given In three weeks, and on one 
occasion eight historical plays had 
been given in chronological order, 

“This is the finest sort of education 
for the young,” said Mr. Flower. “The 
best way te get young people te lke 
iiterature and history is to appeal to 
their dramatic sense. But it is not 
only the dramatic side that is given 
attention at Stratford. Round the 
sestivVass there has developed a revival 
of the old folk songs and = dances, 
There is a school at Stratford for the 
teaching of these, which was attended 
by 500 students, many of them school 
teachers, last August. In providing 
healthy physical and mental culture 
we believe that we are helping to solve 
many of the social problems of the 
present day.”’ 

Stratford-Upon-Avon Players, 

Mr. Flower tien spoke ot the ex- 
traordinary spirit that actuates visi- 
tora to Stratford-Upon-Avon, He gave 
as an instance the solving of the pro- 
blem presented by the presence in the 
United States of the Stratfore-Upon- 
Avon players at a time when they 
should have been taking purt in the 
annual spring festival. Their places 
had been willingly taken, without .a 
cent of remuneration, by the Jeading 
Unglish Shakespearean artists, includ- 
ing Sir Herbert Tree, Sir Arthur Gour- 
chier, Oscd 

The suces 
Avon players, who hud played to ca- 
pacity houses tn Teronte and other 
cities, Nhe attributed to their iwata 
work, They had, he said, been 
schovied to pluy together, nut for in- 
dividual kudos, but for the sake of 
Shakerpeare. They had been taught 
to speuls their ines maturally, not to 
spout them as in a fureign tongue 
To Anise, Phen cate, 
visit of these p ers to Id- 
said Mr. Flower, wus rather 

good vppertunity te ecunvert skep- 

tu cunvinee them that Shakes- 
re was not dull, “It is part of our 

“l at Stratford,” le declared, ‘to 
amuse people first and educate them 
atterwards. We ilke to prove that 
shukespeare is good fun, so full of 
vit and burner and a kn wledge of 
human nature that he appeals with 
as much force tudey as ii di4 to the 
peuple Jor whom he wrete his plays 
360 years «go." 

Speaking of Edmonton, Mr. Archi- 
bald said: “We were told in many 
places thut the peuple here were the 
most splendid bvosiers on earth 
When we arrived and felt your beau- 
tiful sunshine and drank in the 
champagne of your ait We realized 
that you had every reason to be. 1 
think that you, who Hive so much in 
the great open spaces, ure perhaps 
better able to Appreciate Shakespeare 
than are we in England.”
